INCE civilized Society is unqueſtionably the life 
which Providence deſigns for man ; formed, as he 
evidently is, with powers to derive his proper happineſs, 
from what he may contribute to the public good]; nor lefs 
formed to be miſerable in ſolitude, by want of employment 
for the faculties, which ſomething of a natural inſtinct 
prompts him to exert : Since what are commonly called 
the artificial diſtinctions of Society, the inequalities of 
rank, wealth and power, muſt in truth be a part of God's 
deſign, when he deſigns man to a life, in which the variety 
of occupations and purſuits, ariſing from thoſe diferimi- 
nations of condition, is no leſs eſſential to the public 
weal, than the diverſity of members in the natural body, 
and the different functions of its various parts, are eſſential 
to the health and vigour of the individual: Since in bar-

capacities, no leſs than by his wants and infirmitles, to 
ſeek his happineſs in civil life; it is ordained that every 
rank furniſh the individual with the means, not only of 
ſubſiſtence, but of comfort and enjoyment : for atthough 
the pleaſures of the different degrees of men are drawn 
from different ſources, and differ gteatly in the elegance 
and luſtre of their exterior form and ſhew, yet the quantity 
of real happineſs, within the reach of the individual, will 
be found, upon a fair and juſt compariſon, in all the ranks 
of life the ſame : Upon this view of the divine original 
of Civil Society, with the inequalities of condition which 
obtain in it, and the provifion which is equally made in 
all conditions for the happineſs ' of the individual; 
it may ſeem, perhaps, unreaſonable, it may ſeem a pre- 
ſumptuous deviation from the Creator's plan, that any 
ſhould become ſuitors to the public charity, for a better 
ſubſiſtence than their own labour might procure. Poverty, 
it may ſeem, can be nothing more than an imaginary evil, 
of which the modeſt never will complain, which the 
intelligent never will commiſerate, and the politic neyer 
| will relieve. And the complaint, it may ſee, can never 
= be more indecent, or leſs worthy of regard, than when it 
if is uſed by thoſe, who profeſs to be ſtrangers and pilgrims 
upon the earth, and to have a balm for all the evils of the 
preſent world in the certainty of their proſpects in a better 


country.

it Y  Sccondly, That the providential appointmentof this evil, 
ns in ſubſervience to the general good, brings a particular 
he obligation upon men in civilized ſociety, to concur for the 
er immediate extinction of the evil, wherever it appears. 


„The Poor ſhall never ceaſe out of the land.” And for 
this eſpecial reaſon, becauſe the poor ſhall never ceaſe, 
therefore it is commanded, © that thou open thine hand 
«« wide unto thy brother; that thou ſurely lend him ſuf- 
de ficjent for his need, in that which he wanteth.” 

| B 2 The 
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The diſtribution of mankind into various ordert is; not. 
more eſſential to the being of Society, than it is conducive 
to the public good, that the fortunes of every individual, 
in every rank, ſhould be, in a confiderable degree, uncer- 
tain. For were things ſo ordered, that every man's for- 
tune ſhould be invariably determined by the rank in which 
he ſhould be born, or by the employment to which he 
ſhould be bred : an epicurean indolence, the great bane of 
public proſperity, would inevitably take place among all 
ranks of men; when Induſtry, of all qualities of the indi- 
vidual the moſt beneficial to the community, would loſe the 
incitement of its golden dreams; and Sloth, of all the vices 
of the individual the moſt pernicious to the community, 
would be releaſed from its worſt apprehenſions. But to 
be uncertain, in the degree which the public weal demands, 
the fortunes of the individual muſt be governed, as we ſee 
they are, by an intricate combination of cauſes, of which 
no ſagacity of human forecaſt may predict or avert the 
event. The conſequence muſt be, that the individual's 
means of ſubſiſtence will not always correſpond with other 
circumſtances: that they will ſometimes fall greatly ſhort 
of what belongs to the particular ſphere, which-opon the 
whole he is beſt qualified to fill with advantage to the 
community, of which he is a member. 'This is the evil to 
which the name of povERTY properly belongs. The 
man who hath food to eat, and raiment to put on, is: not 
poor becauſe his diet is plain, and his apparel homely: but 
he is truly poor, whoſe means of ſubſiſtence are inſuffi- 
cient for his proper place in Society, as determined by the 


general complication of his circumſtances ; by his birth, 
his 


ments. By the means of ſubſiſtence, I underſtand not the 
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his eddcation, his bodily ſtrength, and his mental endow- 


means of ſuperfluous gratifications ; but that preſent com- 
petency, which every individual muſt poſſeſs, in order to 


be in a capacity. ta derive a ſupport from his induſtry in 


the proper buſineſs of his calling, In every condition of 
life, ſomething more is wanting to a-man's ſupport, than 
that he ſhould carn by his induſtry, from day to day, the 
price of lodging, food, and raiment for himſelf and for his 
family. The common labourer muſt be furniſhed with 
his mattock and his ſpade: the tradeſman muſt have 
wherewithal to purchaſe the commodities, from the fale 
of which he is to derive his livelihood: in commerce a 
large capital muſt often be expended upon the expecta- 
tion of a ſlow and diſtant return of profit: thoſe who 
are deſtined to the liberal profeſſions are to be qualified 
for the part, which they are to ſuſtain in life, by a long 
and expenſive courſe of education: and they who are 
born to hereditary hondurs, if they ſucceed, as too often 
is the caſe, to eſtates encumbered by the misfortunes. or 
miſconduct of their anceſtors, are reſtrained, by the 
decorums of their rank, from ſeeking ,a ,reparation 


of their fortunes in any mercenary occupation. 


Without ſomething therefore of a previous competency, 
it is evident that in every rank of life, the individual's in- 
duſtry will be inſufficient to his ſupport. The want of 
this previous competency is Poverty; which, with reſpect 
to the whole, is indeed, in a certain ſenſe, no evil. It is 
the neceſlary reſult, of that inſtability of the individual's 
proſperity, which is ſo far from an evil, that it is eſſential

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to the general good. Yet the difficulty is a calamity to 
thoſe on whom it lights: a calamity, againſt which no 
elevation of rank ſecures. .

Nor is it any indication of inconſtaney and contradic- 


tion, in the management of the world, however it may 
ſeem to ſuperficial enquirers, that the diſtinctions of rank, 
which the purpoſes of civil life demand, ſhould be occa- 
fionally, as it may ſeem, confounded, and the different orders 
mixt and levelled, by a calamity like this, univerſally 
incidental. It is indeed by this expedient that the merci- 
Ful Providence of God guards civil life againſt the ruin, 
which would otherwiſe reſult from the unlimited progreſs 
of its own refinements. The accumulation of power in 
the higher ranks, were they ſecure againſt the chances of 
life and the ſhocks of fortune; that is, in other words, were 
the conſtitution of the world ſuch, that wealth ſhould 
always correſpond with other advantages in ſome invariable 
proportion ; would ſo ſeparate the intereſts of the different 


orders, that every ſtate would ſplit into ſo many diſtin& - 


communities as it ſhould contain degrees: theſe again 
would ſubdivide according to the inequalities of fortune, 
and other advantages, which ſhould obtain in each ; till, in 
the progreſs of the evil, civil Society would be diſſipated 
and ſhivered into its minuteſt parts, by the uncontrouled 
operation of the very principles to which it owes its 


exiſtence. 


Thus it appears that Poverty is indeed a real evil in the 


life of the individual; which nevertheleſs the common good 
demands, 
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demands, and the conſtitution of the world accordingly 
admits. 


But ſo wonderfully hath Providence interwoven the 
public and the private good ; that, while the common 
weal requires, that the life of the individual ſhould be ob- 
noxious to this contingency ; the public is nevertheleſs 
intereſted in the relief of real Poverty, wherever the cala- 
mity alights. For Providence hath ſo ordained, that ſo 
long as the individual languiſhes in Poverty, the public 
muſt want the ſervices of an uſeful member. This indeed 
would not be the caſe, nor would the calamity to the i in- 
dividual be what it generally is, were the tranſition eaſy in 
civil Society from one rank to another. But the truth is, 
that as our abilities for any particular employment are 
generally the reſult of habits, to which we have been form- 
ed in an early part of life, combined, perhaps, with what 
is more unconquerable than habit, the natural bentof genius ; 
a man who is the beſt qualified to be ſerviceable to the 
community, and to himſelf, in any one ſituation of life, is, 
by that very ability, the moſt diſqualified for the buſineſs 


of any other. 


This is readily underſtood, if the ſuppoſition be made 
of a ſudden tranſition from the lower ſtations to the higher. 
It is eafily perceived, that the qualifications of a mecha- 
nic or a tradeſman would be of no advantage in the pulpit, 
at the bar, or in the ſenate: that the clumſy hand of the 
common labourer would be ill employed in finiſhing the 
delicate parts of any nice machine, But though it may 

be 
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be leſs obvious, it is not leſs true, that the difficulty would 
be juſt the ſame in deſcending from the higher to the lower 


ſtations; as there 1s ſtill the ſame contrariety of habit to 
create it. At the tradeſman's counter, or the attor- 
ney's deſk, the accompliſhments of the ſtateſman or the 
ſcholar would be rather of diſſervyice: the mechanic 8 
delicacy of hand would but unfit him for the labours of 
the anvil: and he who has once ſhone in the gay circles 
of a court, ſhould he attempt, in the hour of diſtreſs, to 
put his hand to the plough, would be unable to earn any 
better wages than the ridicule of ne an in the 
village. 


Thus every man's ability of finding a ſubſiſtence for 
himſelf, and of being ſerviceable to the public, is limited 
by his habits and his genius to a certain ſphere; which may 


not improperly be called the ſphere of his Political Activity. 


Poverty, obſtructing political activity in its proper 
ſphere, arreſts and mortifies the powers of the citizen; 
rendering him not more miſerable in himſelf than uſeleſs 
to the community ; which, for its own ſake, muſt free the 
captive from the chain which binds him, in order to regain 
his ſervices. So that in truth, when it is ſaid, as it is moſt 
truly ſaid, that the evil of Poverty is a public good, the 
propoſition is to be admitted under a particular interpre- 
tation. The danger of Poverty, threatening the individual, 
is the good: Poverty in act (if I may borrow an expteſ- 
ſion from the ſchools) is to the community, as well as to 
the ſuffcrer, an evil. And fince, in the formal nature of 
the thing, it is an evil from which the individual cannot 
be 
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be extricated: by any efforts of his own; Policy, . no lem 
than 3 _—_ that the en e bin. 
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Nor wil — arguitient from political fined Fail; is 
in ſome inſtances of Poverty, the evil to the public muſt 
remain, when the individual is relieved. This is indeed 
the caſe, when the calamity ariſes from cauſes, Which go 
beyond the obſtruction of the political activity of the citi= 
zen, to the extinction of the natural powers of the animal: 
as when the limbs are Ioſt, or rendered uſeleſs by diſraſe, 
or when the bodily ſtrength or the mental faculties are ex- 
hauſted by old age. To deny relief in ſuch inſtances, 
upon a pretence that the political reaſon. for it vaniſhes, 
becauſe the public can receive no immediate benefit from 
the alleviation of the evil; would be to act in conttadiction 
to the very firſt principles, or rather to the firſt idea. of all 
civil aſſociation; which is that of a union of the powers of 
the Many, to ſupply the wants and mW beinen the 
ſolitary animal. | 


Thus it appears that the providential appointment of 
Poverty, as a means of public good, brings an obligation 
upon men in civil Society to exert themſelves for the 
effectual relief of thoſe on whom the miſchief falls. 


I would now obſerve, that ſacred as this obligation is, 
it is rather a duty which all individuals owe to the public, 
than what the public owes to its members. I mean to 
ſay, that the moſt natural and the beſt method of relief, is 

.C by 
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by voluntary contribution. It may be proper that the 
law ſhould do ſomething for the protection of the necefſi- 


| "tous. The law ſhould be careful not to do too much. Its 

proviſions ſhould be ſuch as may fave Poverty from neglect, 
and yet leave the danger of Poverty indiſcriminately im- 
pendent over every individual in every ſtation; that the 
community may receive the full benefit of the univerſal 
dtead of that contingency. Whether this joint end, of 
removing the evil of actual poverty from private life, with- 
out loſing the public advantage of the danger, may be at- 
tained by any laws, which give the poor a claim to a 
maintenance, to be levied upon certain diſtricts, in pro- 
portion to the wants of the poor which each ſhall at any 
time contain; when the effect of all ſuch laws muſt be, to 
change the dread of want in the loweſt orders of the people, 
into an expectation of a competency; or of ſomething 
which idleneſs will prefer to a competency; is a queſtion 
which it is not my province to diſcuſs. The fact I may 
take leave to mention : That the burthen of the impoſi- 
tion in this country is grown, as all know, to an enor- 
mous ſize: The benefit to the induſtrious poor, I fear, is 
teſs than the vaſt ſum, annually levied on the nation, 
ought to procure for them; and the pernicious effect on 
the manners of the loweſt rank of people is notorious, 
In another place the queſtion might deſerve a ſerious 
inveſtigation, how far the manner of our legal proviſion 
for the poor may or may not operate to increaſe the fre- 
quency of criminal executions. 


Mean 
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Mean while it is my duty to inculcate, that neither the 
heavy burthen, nor any ill effects of the legal proviſion 


for the poor, may releaſe the citizen from, the duty of 
voluntary benefaction: except indeed ſo far as what the 
law takes from him diminiſhes his means of ſpontaneous 
liberality, What the laws claim from him for public 
purpoles, he is indeed not to conſider as his own. What 
remains, after the public claims are ſatisfied, is his pro- 
perty. Out of which he is no leſs obliged to contribute 
what he can to the relief of Poverty, than if no part, of 
what is taken out of his nominal property by the law, 
were applied to charitable purpoſes. For the fact is, 
that after the law hath done its utmoſt, that moſt intereſt- 
ing ſpecies of diſtreſs, which ſhould be the eſpecial object 
of diſcretionary bounty, goes unrelieved. The utmoſt, that 
the law can do, is confined to the Poverty of the loweſt 
rank of the people. Their old age, or their debility, it 
may furniſh with the ſhelter of a homely lodging, with 
the warmth of coarſe but clean apparel, and with the 
nouriſhment of wholeſome food. Their orphans it ſhould 
cheriſh, till they grow up to a ſufficiency of ſtrength for 
the buſineſs of huſbandry, or of the loweſt and moſt laho- 
rious trades, But to the Poverty of the middle and ſupe- | 
rior orders, the bounty of the law, after its utmoſt exac- 
tions, can adminiſter no adequate relief. 


Thanks be to God, that heavy as our public burthens 
are, of which the legal proviſion for the poor is among ihe 
greateſt, they ſeem to be no check upon the charitable 
C 2 ſpirit 
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ſpirit of this country; in which free bounty is {till dif- 

penſed with a wide and open hand.” Witneſs the many 

large and noble edifices, the pride and ornament of this 

metropolis, many raiſed, all enriched, by voluntary contri- 

bution and private legacy, for the ſupply of every want, 
the mitigation of every diſaſter, with which frail mortality 


is viſited, in every ſtage and ſtate of life, from helpleſs 


infancy to withered age: Witneſs, the numerous cha- 
fitable aſſociations in all parts of the country, among all 
deſcriptions of the people: Witneſs the frequent and 
ample contributions to every inſtance of private diſtreſs, 
once publicly made known: Witneſs the pious aſſoci- 
ations for the ſupport of diſtant miſſions, and the promo- 
tion of Chriſtian knowledge: Witneſs This AxN VAL 
CELEBRITY, the proſperity of This charitable inſtitution, 
and the numbers now aſſembled here. For I truſt, it is 
leſs the purpoſe of our preſent meeting, to feaſt the raviſhed 
ear with the enchanting ſounds of holy harmony ; which 
afford indeed the pureſt of the pleaſures of the ſenſes ; than 
to taſte thoſe nobler ecſtaſies of energiſing Love, of which 
fleſh and blood, the animal part of us, can no more par- 
take, than it can inherit heaven. They are proper to the 
intellect of man, as an image of the Deity; they are the 
certain ſymptoms of the Chriſtian's communion with his 
God, and an earneſt of his future transformation into the 
perfect likeneſs of his Lord. 


Although every ſpecies of diſtreſs, not excepting that 
which may have taken riſe in the follies and the vices of

hich of their Huſbands or their Parents, more than of their own, 
than It is peculiar to the ſituation of a Clergyman, that while 


he is ranked, as the intereſts of religion require that he 
hould be ranked, with the higher orders of the people; and is 
orbidden by the eccleſiaſtical law, under the ſevereſt pe- 
nalties, to engage in any mercenary buſineſs, which might 
interfere with the duties of his facred calling, and dero- 
gate, in the eyes of the multitude, from the dignity of his 
character; his profeſſion, in whatever rank he may be 
placed in it, the leaſt of any of the liberal profeſſions, fur- 
niſhes the means of making a proviſion for a family. Tt 
may be added, with great truth, that what means the pro- 

| 4 | fethon 
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feſſion furniſhes, the Cleric, who is the moſt intent upon 
its proper duties, the moſt addicted to a life of ſtudy and 
devotion, is the leaſt qualified to improve. Hence it will 
oftener happen to the families of Clergymen, than of any 
other ſet of men; and it will happen perhaps ofteneſt to 
the families of the worthieſt; to be left in that ſtate, which, 
by the principles eſtabliſhed in the former part of this 
diſcourſe, is Poverty in the trueſt import of the word: ta 
be left deſtitute of the means of earning a livelihood, in 
employments for which they are not diſqualified, by the 
laudable habits of their previous lives. 


This evil, in the domeſtic life of the miniſter of the 
Goſpel, I will venture to predict, no ſchemes of human 
policy ever will remove. Grand in the conception, noble 
in the motives which ſuggeſted it, promiſing perhaps in 
its farſt aſpect, but fraught with ruin in its certain con- 
ſequences, had it been adopted, was the plan of aboliſhing 
the ſubordinate dignities of the hierarchy, in order to apply 
their revenues to the better maintenance of the parochial 
| Clergy. The parts of civil Societies, as of all things in 
this nether world, are ſeverally Wholes, ſimilar to the com- 
pounds. Every order of men, in the great Society of a 
nation, is but a ſmaller Society within itſelf. The ſame 
principles, which render a. variety of ranks eſſential in the 
compoſition of a ſtate, require inequalities of wealth and 
authority among the individuals, of which each rank is 
compoſed. Theſe. inequalities, to form a harmonized 
conſiſtent Whole, require a regular gradation between the

of an exchange of tithes for an equivalent in land, 
Many of Us here have felt, in ſome part of our lives, the 
inconvenience of ſucceeding to dilapidated houſes, with 
ſmall reſources in our private fortunes, and reſtrained; by 
the circumſtances of a predeceſſor's family, from the at- 
tempt to inforce our legal claims. But what would be 
the ſituation of a Clergyman, who, in coming to a living, 
ſhould ſucceed to nothing better than a huge dilapidated 
farm? Which would too ſoon become the real ſtate of 
every living in the kingdom, in which the tithes ſhould 
have been converted into glebe. Not to mention the 
extinction of our ſpiritual character, and the obvious in- 
conveniences to the yeomanry of the kingdom, which 
would be likely to take place, ſhould this new manner of 
our maintenance ſend forth the ſpirit of farming * 
the rural n 


The truth is, that the hardſhips of our order ariſe from 
cauſes, which defy the relief of human laws, and mock 
the Politician's ſkill. They arife, in part, from the nature 
of our Calling ; in part, from the corrupt manners of a 
world at enmity with God; but primarily, from the myſ- 
terious councils of Providence ; which, till the whole 
World 
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World ſhall be reduced to the obedience of the Goſpel, 
admit not that the miniſtry ſhould be a ſituation of eaſe 
and enjoyment. The Chriſtian Miniſter, in the preſent 
ſtate of Chriſtianity, hath indeed an indiſputable right to 
a maintenance, from the work of the miniſtry, for him- 
ſelf and for his family ; as he had indeed from the very 

_ earlieſt ages: for the labourer is worthy of his hire.“ 
In a Chriſtian Government, he juſtly may expect to be 
put, ſo far as the ſecular powers can effect it, into the 

| ame ſituation of credit and reſpect, which might belong 
to a diligent exertion of equal talents in any other of the 
liberal profeſſions. Such proviſion, for the maintenance, 
and for a proper influence, of the Clergy, is at leaſt expe- 
dient, if not neceſſary, for the ſupport of Chriſtianity; now 
that its miraculous ſupport is withdrawn, and the coun- 
tenance of the magiſtrate is among the means, which God 
employs for the maintenance of the truth. Yet after all 
that can be done by the friendſhip of the civil powers; 
ſince our Lord's kingdom is not of the preſent world, it 
would indeed be ſtrange, if his ſervice, in the ordinary 
courſe of things, were the means of amaſſing a fortune for 
poſterity, more than of riſing to hereditary honours. 
Our great Maſter, when he calls us to the miniſtry, holds 
- out no ſuch expectation. He commands us to wean our af- 
fections from this tranſitory world, and to ſet our hearts 
upon a heavenly, treaſure: To be more anxious for the 
ſucceſs of our labours upon the hearts and lives of men, than 
for the proſperity of our own families. He warns us, by i 


his inſpired apoſtle, that all who will live godly in Chtiſt 
Telus, 
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Jeſus, will more or leſs ſaſtain a damage by it in their 
temporal intereſts, Yet he promiſes, that if we ſeek 
« firſt the kingdom of God and his righteouſneſs, all 
„ thoſe things,” that are neceſſary for our ſupport and 
conſolation in our pilgrimage, ſhall be added to- our lot, 
by him who feeds the fowls of the air, with grain which, 


they neither ſow nor reap, and arrays the lilies of the field, 
in a more elegant apparel than the Eaſt manufactures for 


her Kings. On this promiſe it is fitting we rely: and 
in the effect of this Charity, and of ſimilar inſtitutions in 
different parts of the kingdom, the Clergy of the Church 
of England ſee its daily verification. 


As the Providence of God, for the moſt part, effects 
its purpoſes by ſecondary cauſes; the charity of the Church 
is the means, which it hath appointed, for the relief of 
her ſuffering Miniſters, The ſame authority, which com» 
mands Us to be ready to forego the enjoyments of the 


world, hath commanded that the faithful bear one ano- 


ther's burthens. The ſame authority, which promiſes 


the faithful Miniſter ſupport in this world, and enjoyment 
in the next; promiſes an equal weight of Glory, to him 
who ſhall adminiſter relief, Relying on theſe promiles, 
ſecure of Our unwearied attention to the commands of our 
inviſible, but not abſent, Lord; our departed brethren, 
not inſenſible in death to that concern for their ſurviving 


families, which they knew to be ſanctifed by Chriſt's 
own example; when, in his agonies, he conſigned his 
mother to his favourite diſciple's care; yet ſubmitted, 
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with compoſure and complacency, to the ſtroke which 
ſevered them from all which, in this world, they held 
dear, truſting to Us, as to God's inſtruments, for the 
ſupport of their unprovided families, deſtitute of other 
aid. Thus, We, who remain, are the 6UaRDIANs of the 
wipows and the ORPHANS : appointed to that ſacred 


office by no violable teſtaments of mortal men, but by 


the inviolable Will of the ever-living God. Let us ſee 
that we be faithful, as the deceaſed were in their day, to 
a truſt which we may not decline: looking forward to 
the joys of that great day, when tears ſhall be wiped from, 


every eye, and he that hath received a prophet, in the 


name of a prophet, ſhall receive a prophet's reward:“ 
When his recompenſe in no wiſe ſhall be loſt, © who 
* ſhall have given but a cup of cold water only to one 
*« of theſe little ones, in the name of a diſciple.” In that 
day ſhall theſe ſons and daughters of the Prophets, be 
gathered round the Son of Man, ſeated on his Throne of 
Glory, and, in the preſence of the angelic hoſt, bear their 
teſtimony to his day's work of Love. What hen ſhall 
be the joy of thoſe, to whom the King ſhall fay — 
J was an hungred, and ye gave me meat; I was thirſty, 
% and ye gave me drink; Naked, and ye clothed me; 
* Sick, and ye nurſed me. Verily I fay unto you, as 
% much as ye have done it to the leaſt of theſe my Bre- 
* thren, ye have done it unto ME. Come, ye bleſſed of 
„ my Father, inherit the kingdom prepared for you from 
* the beginning of the World.” O Rich requital, of an 
Eaſy ſervice! Love, the Duty! Heaven, the Reward }
